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Mob Gathers inEastPoint 
Forcing Trolley Company 
To Curtail Car Service 


Members Toss Stones and 
Eggs at Street Cars, En- 
dangering Passengers and 
Employees, Early Wed- 
nesday Evening. 


CARMAN, UNDER ARREST, 
AND COUNTY POLICEMEN 
THREATENED BY CROWD 


Sheriff Sends Deputies to 
Scene to Prevent Violence. 
Little Trouble in Atlan- 
ta Wednesday—Company 
Will Not Confer With the 
Strikers. 


Scenes of violent rioting occurred af 
®ast Point last night about 10 o’clock, 
during which three county policemen 
“were compelled to retreat with a pris- 
oner and two carmen to the safety of 
the town substation of the Georgia 
Railway and Power company, where a 
call for help was sent through the 
starter’s office to Sheriff Mangum and 
county police headquarters. 

The incident ensued after members 
of a mob of 200 are said to have tossed 
stones and eggs at passing trolleys, one 
of which stopped while the crew gave 
pursuit to a number of the assailants. 
A subsequent encounter between E. 
Stanton, a conductor doing special 
guard duty, and Robert Woodberry, an 
East Point youth, precipitated the trou- 
ble. 

STANTON 


ARRESTED. 

Stanton was arrested under a war- 
rant sworn out by East Point citi- 
zens, charging him with carrying con- 
cealed weapons. The mob grew s0 
menacing that County Policemen 
Oliver, Peacock and Jackson, who had 
him in custody, hurried him and Lon 
Brandt, the motorman of a Hapeville 
car, on which Stanton was stationed, 
to the substation, a block north of the 
postoffice, which is in the center of 


town. 

The mob surrounded the substation 
and for a time the situation appeared 
‘serfous. Syd Glenn was telephoned at 
the starter’s office to send help. He 
communicated with Sheriff Wheeler 
Mangum, who, with an auto load of 
deputies, hurried to the scene. In the 
meantime a trolley load of conductors 
and motormen, held in reserve at the 
starter’s office, was dispatched’ to 
Kast Point. This body, however, was 
turned back at Fort McPherson. 

Stanton was brought to Atlanta, 
where bond was given for his appear- 
ance in court. A number of arrests 
were made by county policemen of 
members of the mob. The incident is 
likely to result in an investigation by 
Fulton county authorities into the re- 
peated disturbances which have oc- 
curred at East Point during the trolley 
troubles, and which have frequently 
resulted in discontinuance of service 
on all interurban lines passing through 
the town. 

Although the trolley system under- 
took to operate the Hapeville, College 
Park and East Point lines, which go 
through the latter place, service was 
discontinued at 9 o'clock at the advice 
of County Policeman Jackson in charge 
of the three county men on the scene. 
Many cars had been stoned and egged 
since nightfall, and the crews of pass- 
ing trolleys were experiencing extreme 
diffioulty in traveling through town. 


LITTLE TROUBLE 
IN ATLANTA. 


Trouble in Atlanta sections was con- 
siderably diminished last night, even 
though the trolley company operated 
more cars and on better schedules 
: than the previous night. An unknown 
woman passenger was struck by a mis- 
sile on a Soldiers’ Home car as it 
rounded the Fair street curve. She 
was not seriously injured, however, 
the stone striking her right shoulder. 

Rocks were thrown through a Luckie 
street car at Hemphill and Tenth street 
early last night, and the tracks were 
greased along Pryor street at Wood- 
ward avenue, where a slight incline 
made travel perilous. The Orme street 
and Magnolia lines were discontinued 
at 9 o’clock because of greased tracks 
at both ends, where the grade was too 
eteep and lengthy to permit travel. 

The schedules on many lines were 
nearer normal last night. These were 
the Whitehall and Georgia avenue, and

DR. NORRIS CALLED. 
BY THE TABERNACLE 


|Pastor of the First Baptist 
Church at Fort Worth 
Will Probably Announce 
His Decision on Sunday. 


Dr. J. Frank Norris, pastor of the 
First Baptist church of Fort Worth, 
Texas, wa's invited by the congregation 
of the Baptist Tebernacle last night to 
accept the pastérate of the Tabernacle. 
The congregation voted to invite Dr. 
Norris to become their pastor after the 
“pulpit” committee of the church had 
recommended him as the successor to 
the work of Dr. Len Broughton. 

Dr. Norris thanked the church for 
their invitation*and asked that he be 
given time to consider the proposition. 
He ‘stated that he realizes that the field 
here is large, and that he would not 
like to rush into the place without con- 
sidering the matter thoroughly. 
| Dr. Norris is known as “The fighting 
parson” in Texas, where, as pastor of 
the First Baptist church at Fort 
Worth, he led a campaign against vice 
in that city. It was under his leader- 
ship that the church forces of the city 
gained a complete victory over the sa- 
loons and restricted districts, driving 
them from the city. 

Because of his activities there Dr. 
Norris was the center of criticism from 
the element that opposed him in this 
vice crusade. His church was burned 
and he was arrested on an incendiary 
charge, but was acquitted by the courts. 
He was shot at several times, and has 
had his life threatened several times. 

Dr. Norris filled the pulpit at the 
Tabernacle Wednesday night. It was 
after the services that the invitation 
was extended to him to become pastor 
of the church. He will preach twice 
next Sunday and will probably give his 
answer to the congregation at the 
mornihg service.

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SHERIFF GRILLED 
IN FEDERAL COURT 


Clayton County Official Is 
Asked if He Didn’t Carry 
Bag of Malt to Home of 
Jim Brown, Alleged Moon- 
shiner. 


Sheriff Dixon, of Clayton county, was 
put on the grill yesterday in the United 
States district court during the trial 
of Jim Brown, held on the charge of op- 
erating a still about three miles south 
of Jonesboro, in Clayton county, after 
he admitted that he and another man 
had taken”a “bag of chicken feed” to 
the Brown home. He was then ques- 
tioned at some length as to whether the 
bag did not contain malt. Dixon de- 
clared that so far as he knew the bag 
contained “chicken feed.” 

In the same series of cases, all in- 
volving the one alleged moonshine dis- 
tillery, John Brown, brother of the 
man now on trial, was earlier in the 
week found guilty of selling “block- 
ade” whisky, and Demmie Lee, son-in- 
law of Josh Brown, was by the same 
jury convicted of working in the still 
and thus of having been party to the 
manufacture of the illicit “corn.” Both 
convicted men were remanded to jail 
pending the sentencing of them at the 
conclusion of the Jim Brown trial. 

Wife Goes on Stand, 

The star witness for the government 
in the case on trial is Mrs. Josh Brown, 
who has separated from her husband, 
but is not divorced, and because of this 
fact, was not qualified to testify 
against him. Her testimony against 
her brother-in-law, however, created 
something of a sensation, and wit- 
nesses will ibe introduced by the de- 
fense this morning to impeach it, the 
attempt being to prove that it was 
given through pique, malice and hatred 
resulting from the alleged unhappy 
domestic relations. 

She testified that she was compelled 
to leave her husband ‘because of his 
abuse of her, and that life became in- 
tolerable with him and his relatives, 
largely, she said, because of their 
operation of a still and personal con- 
sumption of its product. She said she 
would long ago have informed the au- 
thorities of the still’s existence but for 
fear of bodily harm, which fear, she 
swore, was brought about by threats 
against her. 

When finally she left her husband 
and made her escape from the district. 
she freely told the officers all she 
knew, 

Sheriff Dixon was put upon the wit- 
ness stand, and among other things. 
in answer *o questions as to his knowl- 
edge about the alleged still, admitted 
that one night he and a man named 
A. Brown took “a tbbag of chicken feed” 
to Jim and Josh Brown’s home, where 
the stilr is alleged to have been found. 

Charged It Was Malt, 

Assistant District Attorney Paul Car- 
penter asked him if it were not malt. 
and not “chicken feed,”’ that the bag 
contained. 

The sheriff finally said that all he 
knew about it was that “Brown said 
it was chicken feed.” 

The government introduced other 
testimony to prove that the bag in 
question, and others like it, contained 
malt, and was used for the manufac- 
ture of “mountain dew.’ 

Answering. questions, Dixon declared: 

“I wouldn’t believe that woman 
underoath.”

Nabbed as Forger,

TROOPER RUNS AMUCK 
THROUGH GANESVLL 


Deserter Fires at Everyone 
He Meets in Dash From 
Guardhouse. 


Gainesville, Ga., October 4,—(Spe- 
cial.)—The business section of Gaines- 
ville was terrorized this afternoon when 
Private J. C. Grant, troop F, national 
guard, escaped from the armory where 
he had been detained as a deserter 
from the mobilization camp at Macon, 
and ran amuck through the streets, 
emptying his two army pistols at pe- 
destrians as he ran. Fortunately the 
shots went wild and Grant, evidently 
crazed by drink, was finally subdued 
before he had wounded anyone seri- 
ously. 

Grant passed out North Bradford 
street, through the public square and 
down main street to the corner of Broad, 
where he entered the Palmour Hard- 
ware Co.’s store, presumably to pur- 
chase more cartridges. There he 
was seized by Bartow Parks, of the 
fire department, who succeeded in 
grabbing both of Grant’s hands as the 
latter attempted to level his guns. 
Grant fired twice after being seized by 
Parks, but each shot went wild. After 
Parks had virtually overcome the 
crazed man others joined and succeed- 
ed in disarming him and landing him 
in the city prison at the town hall. 
Grant is now lying in a cell, drunk 
and swearing. 

As Grant sped‘ through the business 
section, terrorizing every one as he 
passed, he fired point blank at several 
people, but fortunately none of his shots 
took effect except one, which grazed 
the knee of Joe Brice, producing a 
slight flesh wound. Mr. Brice had 
the presence of mind to brush his 
trousers and pass by Grant, whom he 
was facing, as though nothing had 
happened. 

Grant ran away from the mobiljza- 
tion’ camp last Friday and, together 
with Cliff Byrd, Lloyd Woodruff, Bill 
Dooley, Nolan Joy and Finney Kimzey, 
was under arrest at the armory ana 
in charge of Sergeant W. . Rogers, 
who was to leave with them tonight 
for the mobilization camp. Grant 
made his escape from the armory by 
grabbing Sergeant Rogers’ pistol from 
his belt, picking up another as he was 
passing out and then defying rear- 
rest by the sergeant and other mem- 
bers of his troops who sought to re- 
capture him.

Chetring Thousands at Sta- 
tions as President’s Spe- 
cial Passes Through Ohio, 
Indiana and Illinois. — 


ABSENCE OF WHISKERS 
LIKED BY THE CROWDS 


President Refused to Make 

Political Speeches, But 
Kept Up Runnning Fire of 
Remarks at Every Stop. 
Crowds Assured Him of 
Support. 


Chicago, October 4.—President Wil- 
son, penetrating the middle west today 
for his speech in Omaha tomorrow, re- 
ceived noisy welcomes from many thou- 
sand persons in Ohio, Indiana and II- 
linois. He interpreted the enthusiasm 
to one crowd as meaning “you believe 
in me.” At stop after stop the rail- 
road stations were packed; at several 
places bands played and frequently the 
president remarked on the cordiality. 

Refusing to turn his trip into a 
speech-making tour, the president nev- 
ertheless kept up a running fire of 
remarks at every stop. Interest among 
those who spoke to him centered most 
about the eight-hour la'w for railroad 
emplovees. 

Campaign in West Satisfactory. 

Mr. Wilson made a brief stop at Chi- 
cago tonight and conferred with Sena- 
tor Walsh, in charge of -: democratic 
western headquarters; Senator Sauls- 
bury, of Delaware, manager of the een- 
atorial committee, and other depart- 
ment heads. 

Several hundred persons, including lo- 
cal politicians, railroad men and not a 
few women, flocked to the train yards 
and cheered the president when he ap- 
peared. He shook hands with those 
nearest him. 

Senator Walsh told him the campaign 
in the west was “more than eatisfac- 


tory.” 

At every stop between Pittsburg, 
passed early this morning, and Chi- 
eago, the president appeared on the 
rear platform of his private cag, waved 
to the crowds; explained that he was 
making no speeches and then shook 
hands with as many as possible, 

‘“T am before the jury and can’t gay 
anything’ was the way he explainéd 
his failure to speak in several towns. 

“I am not making a speech-making 
campaign,” said the president at Lima, 
Ohio, “but it touches me and grati- 
fles me very much to get the greetings 
I have all along the line and Ohio has 
certainly shown her hospitality.” 

“We didn’t ‘want a speech, we wanted 
to see our president,” a man called out. 

‘T don’t think much of my speech- 
making, but I think it is better than 
I am to look at,”’ Mr. Wilson said. 

Called for Mrs. Wilson. 

“We want to see Mrs. Wilson,” a man 
shouted. 

“I'll admit she is better worth look- 
ing at than I am,” replied the president 
as he brought te wife forward. 

“T heard a republican say today he 
was going to vote for you,” a man call- 
ed out at Wooster, Ohio. 

“He must be a good man,” retorted 
Mr. Wilson. 

"You were with us in the eight- 
hour day and we are with you,” said a 
man at Orrville, Ohio, a railroad town.

When the president stopped at Val- 
paraiso, Ind., tonight a crowd, includ- 
ing some students, drew him into a 
reference to Mr. Hughes’ whiskers.

Mr. Wilson. “I have never met you 
before, but your manners are very fa- 
miliar. I am glad to see you.” 

A man in the crowd called out,

The British have expelled the Germans 
from the town of Eaucourt L’Abbaye, 
near the Pozieres-Bapaume road where 
their drive towards Bapaume is now 
‘within 3% miles of its objective. Lon- 
don today repérts Eaucourt L’ Abbaye 
entirely in British possession.

SHARP ADVANTAGE 
WON BY RUSSIANS 
IN LEMBERG DRIVE 


London, October 4.—After three days 
of incessant and furioug fighting the 
Russians are reported to have won a 
considerable advantage in their new 
drive on Lemberg from the south and 
to be threatening the important rali- 
road town of Brzezany, 50 miles south- 
east of Lemberg.

MORE MEN NEEDED 
BY GREAT BRITAIN 


To Maintain Forces in the 
Field and Man Munitions 
Plants—Talk of Conscrip- 
tion for Ireland. 


London, October 4.—Great Britain is 
in urgent need of men for her armies 
and also for her munitions factories. 
A statement to this effect was given 
out by the Man Powder Distribution 
board, recently appointed to comb out 
men eligible for military service in the 
United Kingdom who have not yet 
been enrolled in the army. 

The board reported it had examined 
officials of the admiralty, war office, 
ministry of munitions and other de- 
partments and that there was urgent 
need of fresh supplies of men for the 
armies and munitions factories in or- 
der “to maintain our forces in the 
field at the numbers already fixed for 
them and at the same time to maintain 
the supply of munittons essential for 
their equipment and proper utiliza- 
a 

The board, therefore, directed that 
no exemption be granted certain classes 
heretofore exempt and that there be a 
more general dilution of skilled labor 
in munitions factories with women and 
other workers heretofore untrained. It 
suggested conferences of employers 
and employees with a view to freeing 
skilled labor now engaged in private 
work for employment in munitions 
plants. 

“It is essential,” the report says, 
“that a large part of the labor now en- 
gaged in private work shall be divert- 
ed to government orders or released for 
the army." 

The board also has under considera- 
tion the extended use @f women and of 
men over the military age and also 
the release of men of military age now 
employed in the government offices. 
This is the only means, the board says, 
whereby extension of the age for com- 
pulsory service can be avoided. 

Robertson Calls for Men. 

General Sir William Robertson, chief 
of the imperial staff at army headquar- 
ters, said in a speech today at Dal- 
derby, Lincolnshire, that while the 
allies were winning the war slow- 
ly ibut surely he wished to _ im- 
press upon his hearers the necessity 
of procuring more men for the army 
and munitions factories. In this con- 
nection, he said, he had a serious word 
of warning to give. 

“We are not justified in expecting 
to win the war,” he said, “unless the 
service of every man and woman in 
the country is utilized to the fullest 
extent. 

“We must be under no delusion,” he 


continued, “as to the end or probable! 


duration of this great struggle. We 
must be repared to continue for a 
time which cannot at present be esti- 
mated. 

“In fact we must prepare for the 
worst while we hope for the best. We 
have adopted in theory the principle of 
national service. We must see that we 
put it into practice, because we want 
more men, and we want them now, and 
eventually we shall want all who can 
be spared.”

Of German Defeat, 
Asserts Rockwell 


Letter Written Before the 
Death of Kiffin Rockwell 
Sent by Paul to Friends in 
Atlanta Telling of Avia- 
tor’s Promotion. 


The French are in fine spirit over 
the turn the war is taking, accord- 
ing to a letter just received in Atlanta 
from Paul Rockwell, former Atlanta 
newspaper man, who is now in Paris. 

Paul Rockwell has served in the 
French foreign legion in the war, and 
his brother, Kiffin, who was in the 
Frranco-American aviation corps of the 
allies, was killed last week. The let- 
ter was written September 15, before 
the death of Kiffin Q@ockwell. 

“The war is running along well for 
us,” writes Rockwell. “The allies have 
Germany on her back fighting for life. 
It is only a matter of months before 
the Huns will be so well licked ahat 
they will not trouble Europe for many 
another generation. Every day the 
allies are growing stronger, every day 
the boches are weaker. The spirit of 
France is more wonderful than ever. 
Her courage and heroism in holding 
Germany at bay until her allies were in 
shape to fight will be one of the finest 
pages of history when this is all over.” 

Kiffin Rockwell had just visited his 
brother in Paris and had returned to 
the front, and, as it has since developed 
to meet his death. 

Paul wrote of his brother’s visit: 

Kiffin and his comrades of the 
american escadrille are in town this 
week. The escadrille is leaving the 
‘Verdun front, and taking a little vaca- 
tion before going into Alsace, where 
the boys may ‘be all winter. Kiffin 
brought down another Hun aeroplane 
Saturday, killing the gunner and the 
pilot, and he has been named second 
lieutenant. His advancement has fbeen 
very rapid, and he has made a great 
name for himself over here. He has 
had several citations in the order of 
the army, and a numiber of decorations. 

“There is a fine bunch of young 
American boys over here fighting for 


France, and the entire United States 
should be proud of them.”

BARBARIC ACTS LAID 


~ TO RUMANIAN TROOPS 


Details of Alleged Atrocities 
in Dobrudja Published 
in German Paper. 


Berlin, October 4.—(Via Sayville.)— 
Further details of alleged Rumanian 
atrocities in Dobrudja, says the Over- 
seas News Agency, are contained in a 
report from the Sofia correspondent 
of The Frankfurter Zeitung, who, with 
several other correspondents and Wil- 
liam Warfield, the American charge 
d’affaires at Sofia, investigated re- 
ports in Dobric (Bazardjik) Silistria 
and surrounding towns and villages. 
The correspandent writes: 

“Everywhere we followed traces of 
assassination and incendiarism and 
everywhere there was the same com- 
plaint about the loss of life and prop- 
erty. Entire villages were destroyed 
by fire and large quantities of corn, 
as well as people of all classes, were 
carried away, partly by violence and 
partly by false promises. The pret- 
tiest girls were driven into the Ru- 
manian trenches, where they were as- 


saulted and then murdered, especially | 


in the neignborhood of Silistria. Wom- 
en and cnildren were locked up in 


houses ani then either burned to death | 
It has been proved that the, 


or shot. 
Rumanians ravaged the country in an 
indescribable fashion on the direct 
command of their superiors. 

“Before the declaration of war 25,- 
000 people and the same number of 
carts filled with food were taken from 
Dobrudja. In a village north of Dobric 
Rumanians assassinated’ thirty-eight 
Bulgarians and thirty Turks and car- 
ried off sixty-four other men. A vil- 
lage south of Dobric is a heap of ruins 
and only 20 of 130 houses remain un- 
damaged. 

“Conditions also were bad around 
Silistria, where the villages of Kalipre- 
tovo, Aidemi, Sreberna and Babuk were 
destroyed. The number of civilians 
killed, wounded and transported from 
Dobrudja is estimated at about 60,000.”

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URGES CONFERENCE 
ON TROLLEY STRIKE 


Edward McMorrow De- 
clares That Car Men Are 
Not Responsible for Com- 
mission of Unlawful Acts. 


Edward McMorrow, member of the 
executive board of the Amalgamated 
Association of Street and Electric Rail- 
way Employees of America, who has 
been detailed by the national organi- 
zation to handle the strike situation in 
Atlanta, proposes._that a committee from 
the Atlanta Federation of Trades or 
from the local street car employees’ 
union meet with a committee of citizens 
or a committee of officials of the Geor- 
gia Railway and Power company and 
thrash out the differences that exist be- 
tween the employees and the company. 

“There are two sides to this ques- 
tion,” he said, ‘and both the company 
and the striking employees have their 
rights. I would like to see the situa- 
tion so arranged that both the em- 
ployees and the company would be sat- 
isfied,” he said. 

“We are asking the right to organ- 
ize. Such a right is constitutional and 
cannot be arbitrated. Still there are 
other phases of the situation that could 
be submitted to a board of arbitration 
to be appointed by this conference that 
I propose, 

“The street car employees want to 
organize for the purpose of improv- 
ing their living and working conditions, 
They are human beings and. have as 
much right to educate their children 
and bring them up under improved con- 
ditions as anyone. 

“Our organization does not approve of 
rioting and disorder and the local in- 
stances of such will be found to have 
been the work of irresponsible parties 
who are not connected with the union 
in any way. We want to settle this 
matter peacefully and I believe a meet- 
ing of such committees, as I propose, 
after considering the situation calmly 
and rationally, will arrive at an ad- 
justment fair to all parties,” he said. 

“There is a feeling here that outsid- 
ers have interfered in this matter. We 
came to Atlanta at the earnest solici- 
tation of employees of ,the company 
who have been petitioning us for years 
to help them organize and improve con- 
ditions here. Neither myself nor the 
national association *would wilfully de- 
stroy any property nor harm anyone. 
We are here to help the local employees 
organize and to help them settle their 
differences amicably.” 

Mr. McMorrow proposes that the com- 
mittee of the Atlanta Federation of 
Trades and the committee of citizens or 
officials of the Georgia HRailway and 
Power company meet today at some 
convenient place and discuss the situa- 
tion. In case this arrangement is not 
agreeable he is willing to meet any of- 
ficial of the company himself and talk 
the nyvatter over with him.

Athens, October 4.—(Via London.)— 
King Constantine presided over the 
crown council held at the palace this

denied. 

Branding the rumor as absolutely 
false, and of being of malicious origin, 
President Arkwright Wednesday after- 
noon dictated for publication a state- 
ment that, rather than have Mr. Sim- 
mons resign, even if such an act were 
contemplated, he, himself, would first 
sever his connections with the company. 
The ‘statement follows in full: 
Arkwright’s Statement. 

“Mr. §S. E. Simmons, superintendent of 
this company, is sick at home, having 
gone to his home sick Monday night about 
11 o’clock. He is expected out in a day 
or two. 

“Taking advantage of this situation, a 
rumor has been circulated for the purpose 
of creating the tmpression that there are 
dissensions among the officers of this com- 
pany. One of these rumors is that Mr. 
Simmons and I had a fight, and that Mr. 
Simmons had resigned from the company. 
These statements are absolutely false and 
maliciously circulated, and are without the 
slightest foundation in fact. There is not 
even any slightest cause which could lead a 
person to imagine that I have had or could 
ever have a fight with Mr. Simmons. 

“I most heartily approve his entfre 
course and all his acts in connection with 
the present labor troubles, and all the mat- 
ters leading up to it. I have been asso- 
ciated with him for fifteen years. He is the 
best superintendent of a street railroad that 
I ever knew. I could not have a fight 
or a difficulty with him, even if I had a 
difference of opinion with him. I feel that 
] and the company owe him too much 
ever to get into any difficulty with him of 
any kind. 

“So far as resigning from the company 
is concerned, I would rather resign myself 
than to permit Mr. Simmons to resign, as 
the company could very much better 
afford to lose me than to lose 
Mr. Simmons. There is, however, no 
chance of either of us rseigning, and not 
the slightest foundation for the rumor. 
Every officer of this company is in thorough 
accord with the policies of the company 
and there is not even any slightest dif- 
ference of opinion about anything that has 
been done or proposed.” 

Simmons Makes Denial. 

In addition, a statement was made 
by Mr. Simmons to a reporter for The 
Constitution, who conferred with the 
superintendent at the  latter’s 
When Simmons’ statement was read by 
Inspector L. Q. Meadors to a crowd of 
men in the starter’s office shortly be- 
fore nightfall, it was received by a 
burst of cheers. 

“There have been many lies circulated 
by outside parties yesterday and today for 
the purpose of trying to influence some: of 
our men,’’ reads the Simmons statement. 
“Taking advantage of the fact that I was 
sick yesterday, and did not appear at the 
office, they at once started a rumor that 
Mr. Arkwright and I had had a quarrel. 

“Today they have added that I resigned. 
Mr. Arkwright and I never have had a 
cross word in our lives, and I never except 


to leave this company now nor at any, 
time in the future. Every officer in this 
company is united in this fight until we 
have won it. Taking advantage of my 
sickness is in line with the dirty work of 
some parties in going to the men’s houses 
and frightening their wives and children. 

“It is the same policy that tries to pull 
a man off his car by force and abuse: to 
gain their end. These rumors are insults 
to the intelligence of our men. There are 
other rumors circulated such as that we 
are going to bring in professional strike- 
breakers, These are lies. There will be 
other rumors from the same source from 
time to time. ‘We are using Georgia boys 
in our work and will continue to do so.” 

Car Service Continues, 

Car service continued Wednesday. 
Most of the lines were operated on 
40-minute schedule last night, while 
others ran every 30 minutes. An ad- 
dition of twenty-five deputy sheriffs 
was added to the number put on the 


cars Tuesday night. In instances 
where deputy sheriffs were not avail- 
able, cars were operated with double 
crews, . 

The citizens’ committee, which held 
a rousing meeting Wednesday at noon 
in the chamber of commerce assembly 
hall, declined to appoint a committee 
for the purpose of arbitrating the 
street car difficulties, adopting reso- 
lutions maintaining a neutral policy 
An invitation to labor men to mest 
with the organization, however, not as 
union representatives, but as citizens, 
was submitted to R. E. Gann, president 
of the Atlanta Federation of Trades. 

Strike sympashizers sawed down a 
pole on the Marietta interurban line 
just across the Chattahoochee river 
bridge early Wednesday morning, 
causing considerable delay in the op- 
eration of that route, but failing to 
impair service the remainder of the 
day. Many reports of greased tracl:s 
were sent to the starter’s office, but 
there were few, if any, demonstrations 
by crowds. 


Resolution of Citizens. 


The resolution of the citizens’ 
mittee is as follows: 

“Whereas, it has been reported to the 
executive committee on public safety that 
certain disorders have occurred on the 
streets of Atlanta in connection with the 
trouble between the Georgia Railway and 
Power Company and certain of its former 
employees. 

‘Resolved, first, That this committee on 
public safety puts itself on record as being 
organized for the purpose of co-operating 
with public officials for the enforcement ot 
law and order in this county. Atlanta has 
always been a law-abiding city. Its 
progress has been entirely due to the co- 
operation between all elements of its citi- 
zenry. The purpose of this committee is 
to preserve this unity of action between 
all elements of Atlanta’s citizenry. It has 
neither fear nor favor for any faction. Its 
sole purpose is for the preservation of 
harmony and for the perpetuation of law 
and order in the community. 


Arbitration Suggested. 


The suggestion of arbitration was first 
brought into the meeting by W. §. 
Wier, who, with a committee from the 
Atlanta Federation of Trades, had come 
to the meeting under invitation. The 
‘committee was composed of R. E. Gann, 
J. R. New, T. E. Ball and Jerome Jones. 

“IT am authorized to tell you,” said 
Mr. Wier, “on behalf of the overwhelm- 
ing mass of organized tradesmen in 
Atlanta, that our organization favors 
the preservation of law and order. In 
mv opinion the situation can be clearej 
and all differences settled.in eight or 
ten hours. I suggest that a commit- 
tee from this citizens’ committee meet 
with a committee of the Atlanta Fed. 
eration of Trades.”’ 

Later W. L. Peel arose, 
reference to this point:

WILL REDEEM STAMPS. 


Revenue Stamps Will Be Re- 
deemed by Uncle Sam. 


Regarding a statement given out a 
few days ago by A. O. Blalock, United 
States collector of internal revenue, 
bearing upon the redemption of 
revenue stamps in the proprietary and 
documentary class, announced as re- 
deemable in all amounrs above $2, Mr. 
Blalock received an order yesterday to 
the effect that all such stamps may be 
redeemed regardless of quantity or 
Value. ; 

It is explained that the first notice 
was issued upon the basis of the old 
law, which fixed the minimum for re- 
demption at $2; whereas this limit is 
removed by the new itaw, so that any 
person having bought proprietary or 
documentary stamps, under the emer- 
gency revenue tax law, may, upon pres- 
entation of them at the office of the 
collector, with the cost of transmissal 
of them to Washington by mail, reg- 
istered mail or express, have them 
redeemed in cash, regardless of the 
amount.

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A CORNER IN HIDES. 


Jvery consumer is aware of the extraor- 
dinary increase in the price of leather. 
Every purchaser of a pair of shoes has 
learned to his regret that shoes cost him 
today anywhere from 25 to 50 per cent more 
than he was accustomed to pay for them a 
year or two ago. 

European war demand has undoubtedly 
had something tc do with the increased cost 
of leather. But now another cause, closer 
home, is hinted at. We are told that the 
big meat packing houses are holding up the 
hides ard feeding them out for consumption 
at topnotch prices. 

If this is true it would look as if it were 
a question for federal trade commission in- 
quiry. Despite the demand for meat and 
the high prices it is bringing, there is no in- 
dication of a meat shortage. With plenty 
of meat it likewise follows there is much 
leather. 

It might be well to inquire, therefore, if 
there exists an actual corner in hides, a 
holding game that mulcts the public every 
time it buys a pair of shoes! 

Such a condition might very easily exist, 
and not only that, but it could prove also a 
most powerful factor in fixing the price of 
the finished product to the consumer. 

There is no article of clothing that has 
advanced in price to the consumer to any- 
thing like the extent that have shoes. So 
far as the average purchaser knows or can 
tell from appearance and wearing qualities, 
a $2 hat this year is just about the same 
as a $3 hat last year and the year before. It 
is the same way with a $15 suit of clothes, 
or a suit at almost any other price; the 
same with a dollar necktie or a 50-cent pair 
of socks. 

But the $3.50 shoes of last year or the 
year before are the $5 shoes of today; while 
the $5 shoes of last year are now $7 and so 
on up. Where is it going to stop? Like- 
wise, who and what are responsible for it? 

It cannot be attributed wholly to the war 
demand for leather. Indications certainly 
point to an interesting subject for inquiry 
on behalf of the consuming public. 

Perhaps the federal trade commission 
can tell us, 


THE HUNT FOR POTASH. 


Cutting off of the world’s chief source of 
potash supply in Germany by the European 
war has led to a persistent hunt elsewhere 
for this mineral so essential to substantial 
plant growth. 

Most interesting among recent announce- 
ments in connection with this search is the 
reported discovery of extensive potash beds 
in Cuba, about 100 miles east of Havana. 
The report has it that in this particular 
locality, around Metembo, scrub palms, 


which usually attain a height of twenty to | 


thirty feet, grew up 100 feet or more; and 
that analysis of the ashes from some of 
these palms revealed 16 per cent of potash. 

- Working from this discovery, it is said, 
there was found surface rock which yielded 
12% per cent of soluble potash, while bor- 
ings brought forth rock that yielded 40 per 
cent, and at a depth of 600 feet it assayed 
800 pounds to the ton. 

If this discovery pans out according to 
promise, it will assuredly mean an end of 
the German potash monopoly following the 
war. From the standpoint of fertilization 
and food production, it will prove the most 
important to which the war has given rise. 

In the meantime, we shall not cease to 
look for an available potash supply within 
the United States. While one or two con- 
cerns in Nebraska and other sections of the 
country have developed small sources of 
potash supply upon commercial basis at 
high prices, there has as yet been nothing 
accomplished which could hope to compete 
with German competition following the 
restoration of peace. 

We have put strongest hope in Georgia's 
inexhaustible supplies of feldspar and sim- 
ilar minerals which have already been 
brought into practical use as a source of 
potash, and at present prices have supplied 
a profitable yield. But feldspar sources of 
potash are still far from being able to com- 


pete with the German product. Perhaps a 
simple chemical discovery will solve the 
problem, for the potash is abundant in this 
mineral, if it can only be brought to the 
soluble form. But the simple chemical dis- 
coveries are those which are most difficult 
to arrive at. 

In the meantime, if the Cuban potash 
beds develop according to prospect we shall 
escape the German monopoly; while results 
already attained here at home almost give 
assurance that the Cuban product cannot be 
marketed upon a high-price trust basis. 

Georgia feldspar and kindred minerals 
may yet prove the solution of the cheap 
potash problem. At least there will be no 
let-up in the effort to get it from them, until 
impossibility has been clearly established.

TOO MUCH GOLD? 


The suggestion of an overproduction of 
cold as a factor in the present high prices 
of commodities and the increased cost of 
living is at least interesting. 

Transvaal mines yielded the first six 
months of the current year 6,174,104 fine 
ounces, or an increase of 100,122 ounces, as 
compared with the same period of 1912, 
which was the record year. Reports indi- 
cate similar increase on the part of other 
African mines, and point to interesting pos- 
sibilities as to future producton. : 

In the face of present world conditions, 
however, this increased production is hardly 
a cufficient basis for the demand for the 
demoretization of the metal, which is al- 
ready being heard. The argument that such 
increase as this has been responsible for 
advancing prices might have some weight 
if the world were at peace and engaged in 
its orderly course of business. 

Along with increased demand for com- 
modities it must also be taken into account 
that there is extraordinarily increased de- 
mand for gold itself, particularly on the part 
of the European nations engaged in war. 
This demand, growing out of urgent neces- 
sity, would, if anything, increase the pur- 
chasing power of gold, despite any ordinary 
addition to its production. 

But the demand for commodities, as com- 
pared with the supply, due in largest meas- 
ure, no doubt, to the withdrawal of so many 
millions of men from the field of productive 
effort, has unquestionably been the telling 
factor in the matter of increased cost to the 
consumer. There may be instances in 
which war conditions have been used as an 
excuse for advancing prices, when there was 
no ground for doing 6&0, based upon increased 
cost of production, but they are in the large 
minority. 

Commenting upon the alleged “slut of 
gold,” The New Orleans Times-Picayune 
says? 


With millions of men taken from the 
fields and factories, it would have been 
strange, indeed, if commodities of all 
sorts had not risen to an enormous €X- 
tent. Nor does the expert economist for- 
get that the demand for army supplies 
is constant and imperative, whereas in- 
dividuals buy at leisure and count the 
cost of each purchase. And, in the case 
of wheat, everybody Knows that tne 
closure of the Dardanelles has revolu- 
tionized the statistics, thus causing crop 
shortages outside of Russia to fill the 
markets with fear of famine. In truth, 
it would be difficult to find an article 
which has not been lifted by such influ- 
ences. Only with the return of peace 
can we hope to discover the real effect 
of the “gold glut.” 


The correctness of this conclusion can 
scarcely be questioned. A real “glut of 
gold” or an output excessively larger than 
normal, would undoubtedly be a calamity. 
But there has been nothing yet to indicate 
the likelihood of it. The increased African 
output will be easily absorbed by Europe, 
which, under present circumstances, could 
take up several times the quantity, with 
scarcely noticeable effect upon market con- 
ditions. 

There will hardly be any large amount of 
worry right now over the question of ‘‘too 
much gold.”

President Saves Farmers 
Fruit Growers Huge Sw 
By Preventing Great Strike | 


| 


“One hundred million dollars direct loss | 


and paralysis of the market is what the 
farmers and fruit growers of the United 
States would have suffered had not Presi- 
dent Wilson averted the railroad strike,” is 
the statement made by Frank G. Odell, agri- 
cultural egonomist and formerly agricultural 
statistician for the state of Nebraska. Mr. 
Odell said: 

“The certified returns made by the 226 
railroads of the United States to the in- 


terstate commerce commission show that for | 


the month of April, 1916, their combined net 
earnings were $78,000,000 more than for 
April, 1915. The railroads’ plea of poverty 
is being used by the republicans to scare the 
farmer into believing that he would have 
to pay the cost of increased freight rates if 
the eight-hour day should compel the roads 
to pay more in wages. The republicans are 
not calling attention to the fact that farmers 
would have lost more by one week of strike 
conditions than their alleged increase of ex- 
pense would have cost the railroads in five 
years. 
A Single Instance Is Cited. 

“Take ..is single instance,” continued 
Mr. Odell. The Seattle Times prints this re- 
port of the fruit crop of the famous Yakima 
valley in Washington: 

“North Yakima, September 18.—It is now 
practically certain that the 1916 fruit crop 
ef the Yakima valley will be 10,000 carloads, 
2,000 carloads more than ever before. The 
total may even run over that figure. High 
prices have encouraged the growers to pick 
and ship all of their fruit, and, as it. was 
exceptionally clean this year, very little has 
gone or will go to waste.” 

“A general railroad strike would have 
prevented the moving of this crop, with a 
resultant loss of at least 50 per cent, or a 
total loss of three million dollars to the 
Yakima fruit growers. 

“This,” Mr. Odell continued, “is indicative 
of a similar and perhaps larger loss in the 
famous fruit-growing districts of Wenatchee 
and the OkKanogan, in Washington; Hood 
river, Rogue river and Medford, in Oregon; 
the Bitter Root valley, in Montana; the 
Lewiston-Clarkston district in southeastern 
Washington and Idaho; the big melon crop 
of Colorado and its equally important apple 
and peach crop, and the immense fruit crop 
of California. 

How Strike Would Have Hit Fruit Crop. 

“In 1915 the three principal fruit crops of 
Missouri, apples, peaches and pears, had a 
farm value of over $15,000,000; the same 
crops in Kansas were worth nearly $9,000,- 
000; in Iowa, $6,800,000, and in Nebraska 
nearly $4,000,000. This does not take into 
account early small fruits, grapes or melons. 
A 25 per cent loss’ on these values would 
have been amall in the case of a railroad 
strike. 

“The certain losses which would have 
fallen on the growers in these districts 
alone would have totaled many millions. 
The disorganization of markets which would 
have followed a strike would have been felt 
disastrously in every item of this year’s 
farm production. 

“I wish,” said Mr. Odell, “that the farm- 
ers of the country could realize that it is 
Woodrow Wilson who saved them from this 
incalculable loss, and that Charles FE. 
Hughes, who, as governor’ of New York, 
vetoed practically all appropriations that 
were vitally needed for rural interests, is 
condemning President Wilson for iprevent- 
ing a nation-wide industrial panic and ruin 
of the farmer's market.”

County Commissioners 
Appropriate $1,000 for 
The Associated Charities 


The Fulton county board of commission- 
ers at its meeting yesterday voted to ap- 
propriate $600 per month for the months 
of November and December to the Associat- 
ed Charities. This action was taken follow- 
ing the presentation of a petition by the 
Associated Charities through its president, 
J. M. B. Hoxsey, and other leading citizens 
interested in the work, asking for an annual 
appropriation of $6,000. The appropriation 
for the year past had been $3,000. 

The commissioners. will be free to con- 
tinue the appropriation at the rate of $500 
per month, or $6,000 per year, when the 
matter again comes before it in December. 
Those who appeared with Mr. Hoxsey in 
behalf of the appropriation were Colonel 
w. L. Peel, Kendall Weisiger, Jack Lewis, 
I. 9. Shivers, R. 38. Foreman, V. H. Krieg- 
shaber, L. C. Hopkins, LL D. Hicks, E. C. 
Kontz and others. Mr. Hoxsey submitted the 
following figures showing the work of the 
Associated Charities for the year: 

The year ending August 31, the associa- 
tion spent $7,151.11, of which there was 
$5,610 chargeable to the county. The county 
appropriated and paid $3,403.90. Therefore, 
the deficit for the year (chargeable to the 
county), in actual expenditures, is $2,121.97 

In discussing the.association’s dire heed 
of funds Mr. Hoxsey presented the following 
figures showing a decrease in availaible 
funds. In the campaign for funds for the 
Associated Charities in November, 1914, the 
committee had on hand in pledges and 
actual funds the sum of $20,463 for use 
through 1915. 

Because of the death and removal off a 
number of annual subscribers to the fund 
October 1, 1916, it had dwindled to $13,363. 
According to that rate of depreciation, the 
association may expect approximately $1,800 
for use in 1917. The association expects to 
raise $7,600 for 1917, and asks the county 
for $6,000. 

As evidence of the splendid record of 
the Associated Charities they showed that 
294 cases which were on hand in 1914 are 
now closed. Of these, at a conservative esti- 
mate, Mr. Hoxsey said, 200 cases had become 
self-supporting. in 1916, imclusive of OQOc- 
tobe 1, 2,038 cases had been’given aid and 
supervision.

(PLANS ARE MADE FOR OBSERVANCE 
VENTION DAY IN CITY 


At a joint meeting of the pubdifo safety 
and the fire prevention committees of the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce yesterday 
preliminary plans were made for the general 
observance of Fire and Accident Prevention 
day, next Monday, in Atlanta. 

Following the meeting both committees 
met with R. J. Guinn, president of the board 
of education, and L. M. Landrum, superin- 
tendent of schools, for the purpose of enlist- 
ing the co-operative Participation of the 
school children and their parents and the 
school authorities, and in this were thor- 
oughly successful. 

The school superintendent and board 
president authorized representatives of the 
chamber of commerce to present the subject 
and explain it to the teachers of the city 
schools at their normal school meeting next 
Saturday. The teachers will in turn ex- 
plain the day and its objects to the children 
Monday morning, and the children will be 
instructed to transmit it to their parents. 

The children will be urged to call to the 
attention of their parents the necessity of 
properly safeguarding their homes by clean- 
ing away all rubbish and trash that may 
have accumulated during the summer, see- 
ing that chimney flues are cleaned and fur- 
naces put in order and made absolutely safe. 

On Monday, too, all of the school pupils 
will participate in fire drills, to be put on 
in the various school buildings, and will be 
given specific instruction in proper methods 
of avoiding and safeguarding against acci- 
dents. 

In all of this work the fire and police 
departments, electric railway officials and 
local fire insurance men, together with mem- 


bers of the two committees of the chamber 
of commerce, will co-operate and assist. 

The entire program will be explained to 
the teachers Saturday Dy Allen M. Schoen, 
of the Southeastern Underwriters’ associa- 
tion; Ben Lee Crew, chairman of the public 
safety committee ef the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce; Fire Chief W. B. Cody, Assistant 
Secretary Henry H. Robinson of the cham- 
ber of commerce, S. Cc. Wilson and Fred W. 
Cole. 

Fire and Accident Prevention day !s na« 
tionally observed on October 9, and in many 
cities of the country the schools devote the 
entire day to it-—in drills, programs and 
parades. — 

“One Day for Humanity” is the caption 
of an appeal the N., C. & St. L. railway has 
sent to each of its employees, from superin- 
tendents and department managers down to 
track-walkers, and adjuring the men and 
women in its employ to make, if possible, 
October 9 a day entirely free from any ac- 
cident or fire. 

So far as the road is concerned, Superin< 
tendent C. H. Anderson, of the safety de- 
partment, says that he hopes to be able to 
report such a day. 

Posters and other forms of appropriate 
literature distributed anent the observance 
of the day point out the fact that the na- 
tion's fire toll is 5,000 lives a year, a fire loss 
of $500 a minute, 10,000 persons workless and 
20,000 homeless.

Council to Meet Today 
To Consider Extension 
Of Highland Ave. Sewer 


A special meeting of general council was 
called Wednesday by Mayor Woodward to 
consider the extension of the Highland ave- 
nue sewer under Ponce de Leon avenue, The 
meeting was called for 3 o'clock this after- 
noon, and will have for consideration this 
matter, with any others that might come 
before it. 


Wednesday the county commission agreed 
to furnish most.of the material and a sum 
of money—about $10,000—to complete the 
work asked for by the citizens of the fourth 
ward. The city has agreed to furnish ma- 
terial from the supply now on hand, but will 
not go further than this in the matter. This 
decision has been made by the mayor. 

It is very probable that the work on the 
sewer extension will be begun within a very 
short time. County officlals have declared 
that everything is in readiness for the be- 
ginning of the work. 

Under the plan the sewer will be extend- 
ed from under the grandstand in the Ponce 
de Leon ball park south to a point south of 
the avenue, a distance of about 227 feet. 
This will leave the sewer in its present 
condition, that of an open ditch, from this 
point to where it crosses Angier avenue. It 
is now complete up to Angier avenue. The 
distance from Angier avenue to the point 
to which the sewer is to ‘be built is about 
five ‘blocks, 

The sewer will be constructed of concrete 
reinforted. It will be slightly oval in shape, 
and will be 9 feet in diameter. It will be con- 
structed under the most modern specifica- 
tions. 

Ponce de Leon avenue will have to be 
torn up during the construction. It is be- 
cause of this fact that people of the ward 
have been anxious to have the sewer com- 
pleted across the street this fall. They are 
of the opinion that in the spring the offi- 
cials of the ball park will object to cutting 
the street. 

After the ordinance providnge for the 
work is passed by council this afternoon it 
will be at once sent to the aldermanic board, 
which meets later in the day, and will prob- 
ably get to the attention of the mayor in 
the next day or two. 

The board of county commissioners Wed- 
nesday appropriated to the city of Atlanta 
the sum of $1,700 in addition to the appro- 
priation already made for the Highland ave- 
nue sewer. It is thought that this appro- 
priation will ‘be sufficient to complete the 
work on the sewer.

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Atlanta Man Is Given 
Contract for Paving 
Of Peachtree Street 


At the meeting of the board of aldermen 
this afternoon the contract for the paving 
of Peachtree street from Fifteenth street to 
the city limits, awarded to T. D. Meador, 
Jr., of Atlanta, will be finally passed up and 
sent to Mayor Woodward for his approval. 

This is the largest single contract which 
has been awarded in Atlanta for permanent 
street paving for many years. It is to be 
a 6-inch solid concrete foundation, surfaced 
with natural lake asphalt from the curbing 
out, and for roadway (murposes, and with 
wood block in and adjacent to the street 
car tracks. 

It is of particular note that this contract 
goes to an Atlanta man against bidders 
from all parts of the country; and that, too, 
after it had first been awarded to an out-of- 
town concern on slightly lower figures, Dut 
which had to abandon it because of inability 
to finance it. The city treasury is enriched 
by $1,000 as the result of the failure of the 
out-of-town concern to make good on its 
bid, its certified check for that amount hav- 
ing been forfeited to the city. , 

Awarding of this contract to Mr. Meador 
will result in the immediate establishment 
in Atlanta of an asphalt mixing plant to be 
put up here at a cost of $12,500. Thus, the 
asphalt used on Peachtree street will be 
mixed right here, and freshly laid when it is 
in fust the proper condition. 

Mr. Meador has done considerable paving 
work in Atlanta, and his pavements have 
given general satisfaction. It is considered 
an important thing ‘for Atlanta, or any city, 
that it should have a contractor who is ina 
position to undertake and finance a big 
gtreet contract of this sort. It is stated that 
work on the new pavement will be begun 
just as soon as the preliminary details can 
be arranged.

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NEGRO CONFESSES. 
HE KILLED MOORE 


Detectives Say That Will 
Myers Has Admitted to 
Them That He Was Guil- 
ty of Firing the Fatal Shot. 


At 7 o'clock Wednesday night Detec- 
tives Cochran, Doyal, McKibben and 
Allen, who have been working on the 
murder case in which J. H. Moore, the 
wealthy coal and wood dealer, of Mc- 
Daniel street and Southern railway, was 
shot and killed at an early hour Tues- 
@ay evening while talking over the 
phone in his office to his wife, succeed- 
ed in obtaining a confession from the 
negro, Will Myers, ‘whom the police 
have had in custody since shortly aft- 
er the murder. 

Myers said that he was going down 
McDaniel street a little before the 
murder and was accosted by the other 
negro in the case, Frank Hugle, who 
was driving one-of Mr. Moore’s delivery 
wagons. 

“Hey, Myers, where you goin’?” said 
Hugle, according to Myers; “you gota 
eun? I know where we can make a 
big haul.

About L. & N. Contributions 
for Political Purposes. 
Federal Court Decides 
Against Railway Magnate. 


Washington, October 4.—Miiton H. 
Smith, president, and other officials of 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad, 
must answer questions propounded by 
the interstate commerce commission 
regarding contributions by the road to 
political campaign funds, Justice Staf- 
ford, of the District of Columbia, su- 
preme court, decided today. 

The court held the commission has 
the right to know about such contribu- 
tions, not because of their political 
nature, but because they affect ques- 


tions of the reasonableness of rates, 
and important questions of railroad 
accounting. 

Summary of Decision. 

The decision says, in part: 

“The conclusion of the court is that 
when a case is presented from which 
it clearly appears that the informa- 
tion sought may well be needed by the 
commission to enable it to enforce the 
existing provisions of the act in re- 
spect to the duties which the act has 
imposed upon carriers in the transac- 
tion of interstate commerce and not 
merely to inform the mind of the com- 
mission to enable it to recommend fu- 
ture legislation a question does arise 
under the provisions of the act entitl- 
ing the commission to institute an in- 
quiry and examine witnesses and con- 
sequently upon the refusal of the wit- 
ness to answer, to invoke the aid of 
the court. 

“It is difficult to avoid the conclu- 
sion that if the amendment of 1919 is 
to be given any force whatever it must 
be considered as having empowered 
the commission to proceed by way of 
investigation and the examination of 
witnesses with respect to such mat- 
ters, not because they would involve 
oplitical activities of the carrier, but 
because they involve the expenditure 
of its funds and so affect the ques- 
tion of the reasonableness of rates and 
also involve the method of accounting 
under which by means of a false sys- 
tem, it would be possible to keep the 
commision in ignorance of important 
elements in the problem with which 
it has to deal.” 


Smith Refused to Answer. 


Mr. Smith refused several months 
ago to answer questions of Joseph W. 
Folk, counsel for the commission, in 
an inquiry into affairs of the Louisville 
and Nashville, and Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis railroad, based 
upon a senate resolution introduced by 
Senator Luke Lea. A series of such 
questions dealing with alleged political 
contributions was submitted, approved 
by Chairman Meyer, of the commis- 
sion, and unanswered by Mr. Smith on 
the advice of counsel. 

Recourse to the courts was had by 
the commission to compel testimony 
and both the commission and the 
Louisville and Nashville presented 
briefs and arguef& the merits orally. 

For the commission it was contended 
that it was a matter vital to proper 
enforcement of the law to regulate 
commerce that it have authority to ob- 
tain full information regarding a car- 
rier’s expenditure. The railroad de- 
nied the existence of such broad au- 
thority, said the commission obviously 
was not concerned in a carrier's politi- 
cal activity and asserted that the in- 
vestigation was inspired by political 
reasons. 

May Appeal Case. 

Louisville, Ky., October 4.—No state- 
ment was forthcoming at the general 
office of the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad here today regarding the de- 
cision of the supreme court of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia requiring President 
Smith and other officials of the road to 
answer questions propounded by the 
interstate commerce commission relat- 
ing to the road’s political contribu- 
tions. The impression was gained, 
however, that the question would be 
taken to the United States supreme 
court.

McGraw’s Accusations 


Sole Topic 


in Baseball; 


Is Panned on All Sides 


New York, October 4.—The national 
commission will take no action on 
the statement made by Manager John 
McGraw, of the New York Giants, that 
his team played listless ball yester- 
Gay when Brooklyn defeated the Giants 
and captured the National league 
championship. President John K. 
Tener, of the National league, said to- 
day that the commission would not 
take any cognizance of McGraws re- 
marks. 

“McGraw was undoubtedly wrought 
up over the fact that his team could 
not keep on winning,” said President 
Tener. “The Giants were suffering 
from the reaction of their long win- 
ning streak. I don’t doubt that Mc- 
Graw said harsh things,, but every 
friend of baseball will realize the fiery 
temper of the man who said them. 

McGraw could not be found today 

to explain his remarks shortly after 
he left the Giants’ bench in anger dur- 
in the fifth inning. 
n commenting on McGraw’s remarks, 
President Ban Johnson, of the Ameri- 
Can league, characterized them as 
“outrageous,” and said that if this sit- 
uation had arisen in the American 
league he would have dealt with it in 
anything but a lenient manner. When 
asked if the national commission 
would take up the matter Johnson said 
that it was up to the National league 
to handle it. 

“If they are not big enough to handle 
ft thev should go out of business, 
he said. 

Garry Herrmannn, a member of the 
commission, was. reticent regarding 
the affair. “This is the first I had 
heard of the incident,” he said. “lI 
thought it was a joke. Now I be- 
lieve it was a fool act.” 


Robinson Pans McGraw. 


Wilbert Robinson, manager of the 
Brooklyn club, said: “It is ridiculous 
even to suggest that the New Yorks 
were not trying to beat us yesterday. 
It looked to me as if they were trying 
pretty hard when they scored three 
runs against us in the first inning. 
At that time I felt like quitting the 
bench myself. McGraw’'s assertions 
@re very unsportsmanlike. He knows 
very well the Brooklyns are superior 
to the New Yorks and have defeated 
them in a majority of the games this 
season, and when they came here Mon- 
day they encountered the best team in 
the league. It was only natural the 
best should win. The New Yorks did 
play bad baseball yesterday, but they 
were juct out of a long winning streak 
that Boston crushed Saturday and they 
had not the stamina to win. They 
were simply outclassed and did not 
coe to play listlessly so that we could 
win.” 

Ww. Perritt, the New York-pitcher 
whose action in “winding up” while 
@ man was on first incensed McGraw, 
said “if there is any implication that 
I helped to lose the game you can give 
it the lie for me. That game cost 
me $100. I had bet that I would win 
twenty games. J. was out to win.”

That is what the dope says. [It does 
not exactly coincide with my set opin- 
ions, and it certainly does not satisfy 
my desires, but, if we have any faith 
in dope or in systems, we must believe 
the figures. 

The dope says that the Boston Red 
Sox are nearly 600 points better as a 
ball team than Brooklyn—in a seven- 
game series. 

The figures give cold comfort to the 
National league. The dope proves that 
the Red Sox are mechanically superior 
to the Brooklyn Dodgers in seven 
points. 

The worst point against the National 
league entry in such a series is that the 
Red Sox have the greatest advantages 
in the positions that count for the most 
in the playing of the game. 

The superiority of the Red Sox 
pitching staff is immense. In reserve 
strength, in ability to make substitu- 
tions without weakening his team, 
Carrigan has all the advantage. One 
bad guess as to pitchers would bring 
disaster to the National league club. 
while Carrigan is in position to guess 
wrong once or twice a game and still 
retrieve the day by a quick change. 

Big Advantage to Red Sox. 

The dope shows that Boston has the 
advantage at all styles of going, ex- 
cepting the base running end of the 
game. It is an odd thing that base 
running has become so much of a lost 
art. If the Detroit team had _ ‘been 
lucky enough to get into this series, 
I think the interest would have been 
redoubled, and largely because the 
Detroit team will run the bases, and 
few of the others either attempt it or 
try to use . regularly as a means of 
advancing runners. We have thrown 


the figures at them to prove that a | 


speedy runner has all the advantage 
in trying to steal, but they refuse 
(excepting McGraw, Jennings and 
Jones) to use base running as a means 
of making runs. The figures of runs 
scored will show how effective it is 
if you compare the runs scored with 
the hitting of the teams. 

However, not one of the teams Is a 
base running team and only Brook- 
lyn would be classed as fast on the 
\bases. Brooklyn has a lot of unused 
speed. 

From the figures, it would seem that 
the National league’s only chance of 
reclaiming the world’s championship 
is to do it through sheer generailship. 

The world’s series is a serious busi- 
ness to these players. They take it 
too much in earnest, and it makes for 
bad ‘baseball. If any team should go 
into the world’s series and play ball 
the way it does in its regular season— 
take the same chances and try to win 
by surprise attacks—it would have a 
much (better chance. I never have 
seen but two teams try that—Chicago 
and Detroit in 1908—and they both 
tried it the same moment, and the 
result was one of the most desperate- 
ly fought and interesting series ever 
played. There was something doing 
at every jump. . 

Always Playing It Safe. 

In these series so much is at stake 
that the players and managers hesi- 
tate to take a chance. They play it 
safe, and so safe that the opposing 
team knows what is coming and plays 
for it. Beyond keeping down the 
scores it does not help. It makes for 
clean, mechanical baseball, but not for 
sensational playing . and  brilliancy. 
Usually, after one team has the series 
won, it cuts loose, as the Red Sox did 
last year, and plays at its regular sea- 
son’s gait. The other club beaten, re- 
sorts to desperate methods and makes 
things lively. 

Now the National league seems to 
have little chance. Why would it not 
be a great idea to cut loose and play 
the game with the old dash and bDril- 
liancy? Stallings won a pé@nnant by 
doing exactly that thing. 

Another point: it is a known fact 
in baseball that an unknown pitcher 
usually is effective against any club. 
Watch the youngsters getting their 
fall tryouts now and see how they 
beat the other teams. This is such a 
common experience that every mana- 
ger of a leading club dreads seeing 
an untried youngster step to the mound 
against him. He knows that, when 
they find what the youngster possesses 
and look him over for a time, they will 
hit him, but for that game he will have 
them guessing and probably will beat 
them. That being the case, why should 
not the manager of a club that has 
little more in his kit besides a hope 
of winning try some strong-armed wild 
fellow who is strange to the other 
team instead of sending out his old- 
est and most experienced pitcher, 
whose every move is known to the 
opposition from previous information 
gathered before the series? Fred Clark 
did it once with Babe Adams and sur- 
prised Detroit out of the world’s cham-

pionship. He did it because he was 
compelled to do it, Adams being the 
only curve pitcher he had in shape. 

If Brooklyn should send Dell, for 
instance, in at the start, it would look 
as if it were a good move. However, 
there is no hope of that. The mana- 
gers will select their best—the play- 
ers will play the game according to 
the outlook, and it will be all cut and 
dried and mechanical until some one 
gains a big lead. Then the crowds are 
liable to see real baseball. 

That is the dope on the series. We 
have studied and know the mechanical 
strengths and weaknesses of each team 
in each position. We are fairly well 
informed as to what pitchers will work. 
Now, all we have to da is to apply 
the figures to runs and hits and see 
how the series will result. To do this 
is not. simple. We are compelled to 
take each Boston pitcher and study 
him against each opposing player. In 
that way, we can calculate within a 
hit or two of how hard the National 
leaguers ought to hit him. Given the 
number of hits, approximately, the 
team will make, and which batters 
will make them, we can figure, with 
fair accuracy, how many runs will re- 
sult. Then, if we can calculate which 
pitchers will work against each other, 
we ought to get close to the actual 
scores of the games. Anyhow, we'll 
try it tomorrow.

“MAN OF THE HOUR" 


TAKES HELM IN JAPAN 


Gen. Terauchi Selected for 
Premier—Favors Stronger 
Policy Toward West. 


Tokio, Cetober 4.—The emperor has 

requested Lieutenant General Count 
Seiki Terauchi, former minister of 
war and also. formerly resident gen- 
eral in Korea, to organize a cabinet in 
‘succession to the ministry of Marquis 
, Okuma, 

The resignation of Premier Okuma 
brought to a head the intense struggle 
between the bureaucratic forces and 
the advocates of a representative gOv- 
ernment, which culminated in the vic- 
tory of the bureaucrats by the em- 
peror’s designation of Count Terauchi 
to form a cabinet. 

Premier Okuma aided Baron Kato 
in his efforts to form a new ministry 
and thus succeeded in amalgamating 
the three groups composing the gov- 
ernment’s majority in the house of 
' representatives into one great party. 
By this move the new amalgamation 
has only the Seiyukali, or conservative, 
| party in opposition and brings about a 

two-party political system in Japan 

similar to that in the United States 
and Great Britain. 

i The movement displeased the states- 
men of the old school, who feared that 
it would be undesirably progressive, 
and was opposed especially by Count 
Terauchi, whose slogan is a no-party 
form of government. 

Baron Kato was recommended tothe 
emperor by Premier Okuma who call- 
ed attention to the fact that Kato 
was a leader of the majority groups 
in the house of representatives and 
had supported loyally the policies of 
the present cabinet. Prince Yamagata, 
,.Marquis Matsukata, Prince Oyama and 
Marquis Saoinji recommended to the 
emperor the appointment of Count 
Terauchi. 

The selection of Count Terauchi is 
believed to be a victory for the army 
party. Viscount Ichioro Motono, the 
ambassadoi to Russia, is being con- 
sidered as foreign minister in the new 
cabinet. It is learned that Count 
Terauchi vill ask Baron Kato to sup- 
port the new party and thus effect a 
comprom1se. 

TERAUCHI CALLED 
“MAN OF THE HOUR.” 

Washington, October 4.—Little is 
known in official circles here as to 
what poiiecy Lieutenant General 
Terauchi, Japan’s new premier, will 
adopt. He always has been a military 
man almost above party questions, but 
he is regarded as a follower in politics 
of former Premier Yamagata, under 
whose influence “the gentlemen’s 
agreement” and other friendly ar- 
rangements were made with the 
United States. 

For some time there has been con- 
siderable agitation in Japan in favor 
of General Terauchi’s elevation to the 
premier’s portifolio, especially by those 
who felt former Premier Okuma’s 
policy was too favorable to western 
nations and too lenient to China. He 
frequently has been spoken of in the 
Japanese press as the “man of the 
hour,’ and his opponents have criti- 
cised him largely because of his belief 
in strict censorship of news, the im- 
portance he has attached to the mili- 
tary party and his aversion to  poli- 
ticians. 

General Terauchi’s greatest achieve- 
ment was the annexation of Korea. 
Made governor general in 1911, he was 
instrumental in revolutionizing the 
Korean policy of Marquis Ito and Vis- 
count Sone, his predecessors. At the 
end of his first month in office he had 
secured police powers in Korea for Ja- 
pan, during the second he secured the 
right to garrison Japanese troops 
there; and at the end of that month 
the formal notification of the annexa- 
tion of the territory was made to the 
powers. He was given great credit for 
having accomplished this without en- 
countering a revolt among the Koreans. 

An alleged plot against his life 
caused the arrest of 103 Koreans and 
resulted in a sensational trial, during 
which reports were circulated that 
American missionaries were involved 
and that the prisoners had been tor- 
tured. The reports in regard to the 
missionaries were denied by the United 
States depirtment. Some of the pris- 
oners testified that the police had tried 
to obtain from them confessions impli- 
cating Americans. 

General Terauchi was born in Choshu 
in 1852, was made a sub-lieutenant in 
1871, worked up through various mili- 
tary positions to supervision of the 
transport system during the Chinese 
war, became a lieutenant general 
1897 and later served as inspector gen- 
eral of military instruction and vice 
chief of the general staff. In 1902 he 
became war minister in the Katsura 
cabinet, which position he held till his 
appointment as governor general of 
Korea nine years later. 


YOUNG BOY IS KILLED 
BY FALL FROM HORSE

cial.)—The twelve-year-old son of 
Greene Murkerson, a farmer living a 
few miles west of here in this county, 
was found in a dying condition in the 
woods vesterday afternoon. The lit- 
tle fellow was carried home and died 
without regaining consciousness. 

It was thought at first that foul 
Play might have caused the _ boy’s 
death, but later information seems to 
prove that it was an accident. He 
had been in poor health for some time 
and was just getting strong enough 
to get about a little. During the after- 
noon his father sent him on horse- 
back to Reynoldsville for medicine 
and when he failed to return by dark 
searching parties went out and found 
him in an unconscious condition and 
with a wound seemingly caused by a 
heavy blow on his head. He had 
evidently fallen from his horse and 
struck his head against a_- stump.

WHEAT PRIGES RISE 


ON LARGE EXPORTS 


New High Record for 1916 
Follows Extensive Sales 
Abroad, December Wheat 
Reaching 1.59 1-2 — Corn, 
Oats and Provisions Up. 


Chicago, October 4.—Export buying, 
which was said to be on a large scale, 
helped to elevate the wheat market to- 
day to new high record prices for 1916, 
and so, too, did denials of rumors that 
rain had fallen in Argentina. The close 
was strong at %@%*% to 1l%c net ad- 
vance with December at $1.59% to 
1.59% and May at $1.58%.

At first the wheat market showed a 
noticeable tendency to sag, owing to 
prevalent opinions that the bullish ef- 
fect of the Argentine drought had been 
discontinued enough, especially as some 
authorities expressed hope of a change 
soon in the weather conditions and as 
rumors were current that rain had al- 
ready-fallen at certain places where 
needed. There were also intimations 
from British sources that measures 
were being taken to enlarge shipments 
from Australia. 

On the ensuing decline, however, in- 
dications pointed to a resu’ tion of 
buying for Durope and it was shown by 
late dispatches that the reports of rain 
in the Argentina drought region were 
without any good basis. Substantial 
gains in the last hour of the session re- 
placed the earlier losses of wheat values 
and left the market in the end at vir 
tually the topmost prices yet this sea- 
son. Export ‘business was finally an- 


nounced as totalling 800,000 ‘bushels, 
largely for Holland. Assertions of heavy 
buying for the British government were 
officially denied. 

Corn, as well as 
affected by export demand. 
shipments of corn from here of late 
were generally regarded as significant. 

Oats reflected the strength of other 
grain, but only to a slight extent. Lib- 
eral receipts formed more or less of an 
offset.
